Plain-speaking Message Asks Nations To 
Refrain From Sending Armed Forces 
Beyond Own Borders—Urges Adop- 


tion of MacDonald Peace Plan 

WASHINGTON, May 16.—President Roosevelt ap- 
pealed directly to the rulers of the nations today to reduce 
armaments, eliminate entirely the-weapons of ‘aggression, 
refrain from sending any armed force whatsoever beyond 
their own borders, forget “petty” national aims, and join 
sincerely to assure peace aid economic recovery. 

In a plain-speaking message, the president asked for 
Specific steps at once, and declared if any nation interposed 
obstructions, the civilized world would “know where the re- 
«sponsibility for failure lies.”

yesterday to explain why he took his wife and Mrs. Helen 
Mattern with him in his car on election tours, after his wife 
had allegedly confessed to having committed adultery with 
Capt. Roy Mattern. 

The Minister said that it was on his wife's importunity, 
not at his own desire, that he had taken Mrs. Mattern on 
the trips, saying that his wife refused to go anywhere alone 
with him, and in order to retain her company and pursue 
his efforts to try and win back her affections from Captain 
Mattern, he had been obliged to accede to his wife’s stipula- 
tion that Mrs. Mattern accompany them. 

Following this denial of the ex-wife's story that she had 
been compelled by her husband to accompany him and Mrs. 
Mattern to protect their reputations, the Minister gave cate- 
gorical denials to practically every charge that the ex-wife 
had made to support her suit for the annulling of their mar- 
riage on the ground of fraud and collusion. 


Same Bedroom Denied 


He denied that he had occupied the same bedroom as 
Mrs. Mattern on some of the election trips. 

He denied that he had insisted on Mrs. Mattern accom- 
panying them on a trip to Victoria. 

He denied that he and Mrs. Mattern had used threats 
and physical force to compel Mrs. Cora McPherson to make 
the confession of adultery which she now retracts. 

He denied that he had occupied the same bed with Mrs. 
Mattern on several occasions during the stay at Victoria. 

He denied that he had connived or consented to Capt. 
Mattern visiting his wife, or his wife visiting Capt. Mattern 
after he had received the confession from Mrs. McPherson. 

He denied that at the time of the Victoria trip, and dur- 
ing the election trips, that he was on terms of friendship or 
intimacy with, Mrs. Mattern. 


Denies She Chose Car 


He denied that the government car he used to take his 
wife and Mrs. Mattern to Great Falls, Montana was selected 
by Mrs. Mattern or purchased specially for use on the trip. 

Earlier in the day he had denied that he had induced 
his former wife to go to Saskatoon to furnish “hotel evi- 
dence” for his divorce, or that he had promised her $75 a 
month for doing so. 

Instead he said that he had been driven into a frantic

has a reaction all its own, so to speak. The Premier 


wonders whether, after all, “economy” is really 
desired. 
Of course it is desired, by a very considerable 


section of the populace—so long as it hits the other 
fellow. 


Retrenchment is popular on paper—pro- 


vided it is aimed in some other direction. It is the 
one hope of salvation—in the abstract. Translated 
into personal reality, the chap who's salary is cut 
in half or who loses his job naturally has misgiv- 
ings on the subject and raises a protest. 

Of all foolish ways to fight a depression the cur- 
tailment of government expenditure, by slashing 
of salaries and the firing of employees. is un- 
doubtedly the most absurd. A provincial govern- 
ment, having no control over currency, can do 
little or nothing else. It is the victim of circum. 
stances, like the individual. Its very helplessness 
bespeaks the foolishness of the system. If it bor- 
rowed now to keep up outlay it would go “broke.” 

Hope persists, despite the antediluvian ideas 
which prevail at Ottawa, that before we get through 
with the present depression there will be a reversal 
of public policy on the question of spending. The 
time for governments to retrench is when “times” 


are good and money can be easily saved They 
should do their spending when nobody else is 
spending. The Government of Alberta cannot 


apply that remedy to the conditions that have now 
developed. Ottawa could set the machinery 
motion over-night if it wanted to

The Tourist “Business” 


We do not need to be reminded at the present 
lime of the unhappy results of placing excessive 
barriers in the way of the international movement 
of goods, by means of which nations satisfy each 
other's requirements. A “commodity” unique in its 
freedom from the trammels placed upon the ex- 
change of other classes of goods, however, is that 
of the divers tourist attractions offered by almost 
every country in the world, Not only has the ex- 
tension of the world tourist trade been unhindered 
since the war, but great strides have been made in 
removihg any obstacles or inconveniences to in- 
ternational travel that had previously existed. The 
League of Nations has done excellent work in this 
direction, but it has for the most part been cerely 
the instrument of the various governments con- 
cerned, who, realizing as never before the import- 
ance of the tourist trade in the balancing of their 
international payments, were prepared to make 
every effort to attract this class of business. In 
recent years, for instance, a number of countries 
have reduced or eliminated visa fees; customs in- 
spection and passport formalities have been greatly 
simplified; some progress has been made toward 
more uniformity in road rules and signals, and in 
the issue of international customs passes and driv- 
ing licenses for motorists; and the now ubiquitous 
tourist information bureau has been a real boon 
to travellers. 

Tourist trade in Canada increased from 1926 to 
1929 and declined during the past three years; we 
are without comparable figures for foreign coun- 
tries, but is is probable that they have been quite 
as much, if not more severely, affected since Can- 
ada has undoubtedly benefitted by the diversion of 
American travellers from the more costly holiday 
abroad to the relatively cheap motor tour in this 
country. 

One basis of comparison is the ratio of tourist 
revenue to the value of production in the other 
major industries. The year 1930 is the most recent 
for which complete figures are available, but it is 
on the whole a more satisfactory period for com- 
parative purposes than subsequent and less normal 


years. The net value of production (in Canada) 
by industries in that year was as follows:

FOREIGN TOURISTS AND FOREIGN GOODS 


Some of our Canadian politicians seem to think 
that foreign goods are an invading army and that 
Canada must be tariff-walled to keep them out. 
The very phrase that is commonly used—invasion 
of the Canadian market—is meant to convey that 
idea. 

But if foreign goods are an invading army, so 
are tourists. And tourists Canada not only tolerates, 
but invites. 

Someone will at once say that the difference 
is obvious; that tourists are welcome because they 
spend money in Canada; because they “buy and 
pay for our goods.” 

Then foreign imports should also be welcome, 
for they too buy and pay for our goods. 

That is true because, in the last analysis, goods 
and services are paid for with goods and services.

THOSE DEBTS 


Once more the Congress of the United States 
threatens to thwart the good work of an American 
Presdient, to endanger a world settlement of lasting 
good. The danger is concerned with war debts. 
When Premier Ramsay MacDonald and M. Herriot 
were in Washington, President Roosevelt assured 
them, insofar as he could give assurances, that war 
debt payments falling due on June 15 would be 
suspended, the only condition being that France 
should pay the $19,000,000 of interest defaulted last 
December. President Roosevelt knew, of course, 
that the consent of Congress would be necessary to 
postponement, but he was understood to believe 
that with so much depending upon success of the 
World Economic Conference Congress could be pre- 
vailed upon to forego the payments, more particu. 
larly as they fell due three days after the confer- 
ence’s opening date. It was a reasonable belief 

President Roosevelt, it now transpires, was too 
optimistic, Placed too high an estimate upon Con- 
gress’ intelligence. At any rate the latest word 
from Washington is that in both the Senate and the 
House of Representatives feeling against postponing 
the June payments is overwhelming, and that any 
challenge of it by President Roosevelt would en- 
danger his whole future and most of his other 
policies. The New York Times, in a poll of both 
houses, finds both Democrats and Republicans in- 
sisting that debt payments be paid, with adminis- 
tration leaders gravely concerned lest the President 
bring the question to issue. —Ottawa Journal

MODERATE USE OF BEER OR WINE IS SAFE S| 

Since the legalizing of 3.2 per cent beer in the 
United States, a small landslide of letters have been || 
coming in inquiring about beer. All sorts of || 
questions are asked. “Is it all right to drink beer’ 
“How much beer per day?”, “What kind of beer ; 
best?” In reply I believe it is safe to state that fo; 
those in good health the use of a moderate amoun: 
of well-made beer does no harm. However, I would 
suggest that the best kind to drink is that whic! 
has been properly aged in a brewery where the 
manufacture is carried on by men skilled in the 
proper way of preparing it. A glass of well-brew- 
ed beer is preferable to home brew which not only 
varies from time to time but is not usually suffi. || 
ciently aged so that it may contain substances that | 
are injurious to health. Beer is a refreshing bey- 
erage on warm days. Since so many people find i: | 
desirable, I see no reason why they should not en- 
joy it if they wish. 

The use of beer is a drink goes back into the 
days of Babylon and scholars say there are record 
of beer being formed as early as 5000 BC. Thy 
Egyptians used beer in their daily life. The bee: 
was taken as a drink and also used for medicina| 
purposes, in which case certain bitter substance: 
were added. When reading Pliny, we find men- 
tion of the use of beer foam as a leaven for bread 
which shows that the yeast from beer was utalized 
for bread making. 

The average beer contains from 4 to 8 per cent 
alcohol. The recently legslized United States bee: 
contains 3.2 per cent by weight, which makes about 
4 per cent by volume since alcohol weighs less than 
beer. This type of light beer may be taken in mod- 
erate amounts without producing any more than a || 
mild stimulation, and there is not the danger of 
drunkenness that may occur from the distilled | 
alcoholic drinks. It is significant that, since beer 
has been legal in the United States, the arrests for |! 
drunkenness have fallen off considerably. 

Sir Arbuthnot Lane, a famous surgeon of Eng. |) 
land, writes that he sees no reason to believe that || 
moderate drinking shortens life but advises that not || 
more than two ounces of alcohol be taken in | 
twenty-four hours. This means a little more than 
two pints of beer or about four of the eleven ounce 
beer bottles. I believe that the average person 
should confine himslf to not over two or three 
pints a day. 

Those who are underweight often find that the 
drinking of well-made beer sharpens the appetite 
and also increases the rate at which food is assimi- 
lated so that they put on weight. There is consid 
erable evidence to prove that the malt contained 
in beer is readily assimilated and aids in nourish- 
ing the body. In such cases I see no reason why a 
moderate amount of beer a day should be banned. | 
Well-made wines, especially the types like sauterne 
and claret, also seem to act as appetizers and stimu- | 
late the gastric juice. Many people find that they | 
digest a non-starchy meal better with a small glass- I 
ful of wine preceding it. 

Nervous people sometimes show favorable im- 
provement because of the sense of relaxation pro- 
duced by beer drinking. The drinker loses a feel- 
ing of tension and life seems more jolly and attrac- 
tive. Small annoyances, pains and aches may | 
disappear and the restraints built up by civilized 
life fall away and a sense of freedom is induced 
Some psychologists even claim that a moderate 
amount of alcohol assists in overcoming serious | 
mental complexes. | 

I do not recommend the use of distilled liquors 
containing large amounts of alcohol. However, I 
have not been able to observe injury from the small 
amount contained in beer and light wine since it is 
oxidized in the body and acts as a fuel. Beer con- | 
tains so much water that the alcohol is dissolved | 
and does not have the deleterious effect of stronger 
beverages. When the stomach is empty, the effect | 
of beer is greater since, if food is in the stomach | 
it tends to absorb the beer and reduce the effect. |

might cause the softening of your fingernails. The | 
oranges cannot hurt you, and, in fact, if you use 
ranges properly, they should help in correcting | 
your trouble.

Steps to enforce the use of the 
franchise throughout Canada ‘un- 
less for some good reason) will be 


taken by the National Council of 
Women meeting in Calgary the end 
of this month, when a resolution 
will be presented oy the national 
sub-executive memorializing the 
governments to enact legislation 
whereby all duly qualified electors 
who have failed to exercise their 
franchise shall be called upon to

lect—a_ fine, disenfranchisement 
or a term of years or some other 
form of censure for neglecting to 
do their duty 

The convention will also receive 
notice of motion that the standing

ETTA McLEOD, pioneer resident: 


I think that some women can 
match their courage with men 
But I do not think the sex as a 
whole can, It depends on the in- 
dividual.
